Scientists Want 


To Make Potato 
More Nutritional 


OTTAWA.—An experiment on po- 
tatoes now being carried out in east- 
ern Canada, with higher nutritional 
value as its aim, will make its effects 
felt throughout the country if the 
researchers get the answers they are 
looking for. 

At three eastern’ universities— 
Montreal, McGill and McDonald Col- 
lege—scientists are now, among other 
things, trying to find out how to in- 
crease the thiamin content of this 
most widely eaten of all vegetables. 

Thiamin or vitamin Bl is the fa- 
mous “morale vitamin’ of the war, 
with a beneficial effect on the ner- 
vous system. Its absence causes 
neuritis and stomach disorders. 

Chief sources of the vitamin are 
meats, particularly pork, and cereals, 
notably the wheat germ. 

Next to beans, potatoes have more 
of it than any other vegetable, al- 
though they are not particularly rich 
in thiamin, But the point of the cur- 
rent research is that any improve- 
ment in the nutritional value of farm 
produce is of benefit to the entire na- 


| tion. 


Nutrition experts of the health de- 
partment point out that as thiamin 
is soluble in water, a certain amount 
is lost in cooking. This loss can be 
down to perhaps 10 per cent. 
through using a minimum amount of 
water and not boiling too long.

B.C. Endeavours To Prot 


Sporting Grounds On Continent 


VANCOUVER—British Colum- 
bia is og J $620,000 this 
year to keep her vast ranges 
and lakes the finest sporting 
grounds in North America. The 
provincial game department, in 
a pioneer research program, is 
using the brains of scientists 
and the feet of rugged field men 
to ensure that ‘Kei will continue 
to be a happy hunting ground. 

At the moment its position is 
anomalous, To preserve elk and 
moose on the interior ranges the de- 
partment may have to burn over 
much of the winter feeding ground, 
or increase the bag limit to hunters. 

A three-year study of the two spe- 
cies shows. the animals are far ahead 
of the hunters. They have over- 
browsed winter rangelands and are 
in danger of eating themselves right 
out of the country. 

Game department officials are par- 
ticularly concerned about the effect 
of lack of food on the young. 

“The percentage of calves to cows 
is not what we would like to see,” 
said Game Commissioner Frank But- 
ler, “but it is mainly due to food con- 
ditions.” 

He described the shortage of win- 
ter feed in some interior areas as 
“very acute”, and said: “We'll either 


Easy Way To Spend 
Twenty-Five Million 


TORONTO, — Got $25,000,000 
handy? 

That’s what E. C. Evans Fox fig- 
ures he needs for a rocket trip to 
Venus and Mars, including building 
an advance base on the moon. 

Chairman of the Canadian Rocket 
society, he returned from New York 
recently. A space ship to make the 
trip, he said in an interview, could 
be built from titanium for $2,000,- 
000. 

“We would have to build a base on 
the moon first,” he said. “The Can- 
adian Rocket society plans to make 
the moon trip in 1960.

Increasing the feed would entail 
burning off the evergreen verdure 
with a controlled fire, allowing ten- 
der willows and small poplars—a fa- 
vorite food of elk and moose — to 
grow up.

The alternative — raising the bag 
limit—he described as a delicate ad- 
justment that might take years to 
balance.

Hunt- 
érs. are chéetked for animals sighted 
as well as for their kill, and are ask- 
ed to spot the location of the kill in 
place and time of day. 

In the area east of the Fraser Riv- 
er, which divides the Cariboo rough- 
ly in two from north to south, the 
season this year will open on Oct. 1 
instead of Sept. 23. The extra week 
will give the bulls more time to ser- 
vice the cows, The move-was a re- 
sult of compilations showing an un- 
desirable balance between young and 


mature animals. 

How does this tie in with a short- 
age of winter range? 

“We will have to gamble on winter 
conditions,” James Hatter, game bio- 
logist, said. “Indications lead us to 
expect several mild winters, and as 
a consequence the ranges will sup- 
port more animals.” 

In some heavily hunted ranges, 
notably the South and North Okan- 
agan, Kamloops, Similkameen and 
Yale electoral districts, the bag lim- 
it on deer has been reduced, The 
deer find enough winter feed. 

Another innovation introduced by 
the department is a moose-tagging 
program, unique in Canada, The data 
gathered will tell research scientists 
how far the moose travels, and other 
unknown particulars about his life- 
span. 

The important thing about the 
whole study, Commissioner Butler ex- 
plained, is the preservation of a bal- 
ance between the hunting pressure 
and the size of the herd,

The Philatelic Agency of the Unit- 
ed States post-office at Washington 
reports sales of stamps at end of its 
fiscal year, June 30, totalling $4,136,- 
122. This is the highest sale at the 
Washington agency, only one of a 
number of philatelic bureaux oper- 
ated by the United States post-office. 
Previous high was $3,331,291, for fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1947, The 
big 1948-49 total is accounted for by 
the 30 different stamps issued dur- 
ing the year. Since the agency was 
formed in 1921, sales to stamp col- 
lectors all ovér the world, from the 
Washington office have amounted to 
over $34,000,000, 


In addition to the Washington 


philatelic agency, the U.S. postal au-| 


thorities have special philatelic win- 
dows at all main city post-offices. 
Thus stamp collectors can obtain 
well-centred copies of current com- 
memorative stamps in thgir home 
cities by applying at the main post- 
office. At most of such philatelic 
windows, there is a list prominently 
on display as to what commemora- 
tive stamps are available. No records 
have been announced of sales at these 
various philatelic windows. 

In Canada the post office depart- 
ment maintains a philatelic division 
at Ottawa, where stamp collectors 
can have their wants filled of unused 
well-centred copies of current stamps 
and those issued some years ago, A 
list of stamps available at the phila- 
telic division of the Canadian post 
office can be had by writing to the 
agency at Ottawa. 
of Newfoundland are also being sold 
by the Ottawa philatelic division, 
stamps which were taken over when 
Newfoundland joined Canada last 
March. The Canadian post-office an- 
nual report for 1948 is not yet avail- 
able to learn sales of the philatelic 
division.

Since the islands are a special gov- 
ernment reservation, no vessels may 
proceed there except under the stress 
of weather. Government supply boats 
visit only five times yearly. 

That is how the government pro- 
vides the fair sex with sealskin coats. 
The Pribilofs produce 80 per cent. of 
the world’s supply.

Seed Crop May | 


Not Be Equal 
To Last Year 


Though it is too early to fore- 
cast the 1949 Canadian seed 
crop with great certainty, the 
first seed production report of 
conditions early in July, issued 
by the Plant Products Division, 
Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, is not indicative of par- 
ticularly heavy crops. 

Drier than average conditions, as 
well as late frosts have been general 
in much of the seed producing areas 
of Canada this season, and certain 
seed crops such as cereals and some 
legumes and grasses are not promis- 
ing. 

Overall productions of the major 
kinds of alfalfa, clovers and grasses 
is unlikely to reach that of 1948, 
when all previous records were far 
exceeded for alfalfa, sweet clover, 
red clover, creeping red fescue and 
meadow fescue. 

There is no reported reduction in 
acreage for alfalfa and sweet clover 
in the Prairie Provinces, and, if seed 
setting conditions are favourable, 
there is the possibility of another 
large crop of seeds of both these 
kinds, 

The drought conditions in Ontario 
will reduce the amount of red clover 
and alsike clover seed harvested in 
that province. Not only has normal 
growth been seriously retarded, but 
the shortage of hay and pasture will 
force many farmers to use these 
crops for purposes other than seed 
production. Winter killing and slow 
growth due to dry weather in Quebec 
will reduce acreage.intended for red 
clover seed production in that area, 
The dry conditions along with late 
frost may reduce the crop of both 
red and alsike clover seed in Alberta, 
which in recent years has contributed 
substantially to total production of 
both these kinds. There is not ex- 
pected to be much change in the red 
clover seed production in British Col- 
umbia, where conditions in the pro- 
ducing areas have been about normal. 

The high price of timothy seed 
which prevailed in Eastern Canada 
during the past spring season will 
encourage many farmers to save as 
much of this seed as possible from 
the 1949 crop. However, against 
this, there is the certainty of a light 
hay crop over most of Ontario and 
Quebec, and this will be an impor- 
tant factor influencing the area left 
for seed production. Present pros- 
pects indicate that the production of 
timothy seed will be less than aver- 
age. 

Dry weather and drought in some 
areas of the Prairie Provinces will 
a serious effect on the total 
crested 
wheat grass and creeping red fescue. 
At this time prospects for these seed 
crops are not good, and any recov- 
It is thought that 
the heavy frosts in late May did con- 
siderable damage to the Kentucky 
Blue Grass seed crop 
and the ultimate yield of seed will 
be reduced, Reports indicate that 
the Canada Blue Grass seed crop in 
Ontario will be about average.

Meter To Regulate 
Tan For Sun Bathers 


SWAMPSCOTT, Mass.—A “suntan 
meter” which tells sun bathers how 
long they may expose themselves 
safely to Ol’ Sol’s rays is now avail- 
able, 

Hoyt Scott, General Electric lamp 
department engineer, says the meter 
measures the erythemal, or the tan- 
ning energy of both sunlight and ar- 
tificial light. 

The dial on the face of the meter 
is calibrated in arbitrary units and a 
reading translated in terms of min- 
utes in which a slight pinking of the 
skin will be produced. 

The meter, Scott said, consists es- 
sentially of proper correction filters, 
light-sensitive cells and a sensitive 
recording device, 

He explained the cells become 
sources of electrical energy, activat- 
ing and indicating hand on the meter, 
when struck by ultra-violet suntan- 
ning radiation. 

The cells and filters absorb all 
wavelengths of light in the spectrum 
except those from 2,800 to 3,200 ang- 
strom units in the tanning ultra- 
violet band.

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FARM JOYS IN JULY 


July is a joyous month on the 


Sunday | farm, full of the joy of giving the 


last ounce of effort one can wring 
from a body driven from daylight 
to dark. The mosquitos go with 
the blackflies and advice on how 
to farm comes from the city visi- 
tors. Kindly and carefree vacation- 
ers revel in the sun of the beaches 
and the shade of the woods. Their 
laughter lightens the day and their 
music shatters the night. The glor- 
ious dawn that calls farm folk to 
work lights the whoopee-makers 
to their beds. The gates they leave 
open start the amusing game of 
finding the livestock which scat- 
ters around the countryside for 
miles. The scent of new-mown hay 
sends poets into raptures and farm 
boys into the sweat baths of steam- 
ing mows. 

The hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of loss through drought are 
accepted philosophically by visit- 
ing city-slickers who are threaten- 
ing to strike and tie up the rail- 
‘toads and the packing plants if 
they do not get one or two more 
months holidays with pay by a re- 
duction of their working hours by 
four or eight a week. 

The preview of harvest tells the 
farm family what to expect for its 
year’s labor. In many cases a year’s 
work, in addition to some expenses 
taken from savings, has been lost 
and the budget is pared to bare 
needs and money-saving equip- 
ment. Mother decides to make do 
with the old hand washing mach- 
ine and to postpone installation of 
hydro for another year. Decisions 
are reached about whether it will 
be possible to send Jimmy to agri- 
cultural college in the fall or to let 
Mary go on with higher studies in 
music. Plans for holidays are can- 
celled. 

Despite their toil and losses, the 
farm people of Canada have the 
ioy of knowing that while they are 
getting less and less for more and 
more work, those who share the 
work of Canada with them will be 
getting more and more for less and 
less.—The Scene.
